Defense Blocs 
May Replace UN 


as Guardian

Western Democrats are working 
out a scries of regional defense 
blocs which may replace the Uni- 
ted Nations as guardian of their 
security. 


If and when all the blocs are 


completed they would cover every 
major region of the world except 
Soviet Russia, her satellites

China. 


The Russians call the Western 
plan "capitalistic encirclement"— 
the atomic age version of the old 
"cordon sanitaire." 


The West, however, insists the 
plan is a system of defense for 
self preservation. Western powers 
consider it a warning to any poten- 
tial aggressor that he will meet 
organized resistance 
if he starts 
something. 


The West insists that arrange- 
ments for regional defense are nec- 
essary because 
Russia 
has

verted the United Nations into a 
"brawling cockpit." 


One regional pact already ex- 


ists. It has been signed, sealed and 
is in effect. This is the pact of 
Rio De Janeiro for defense of the 
Western hemisphere. It was draft- 
ed at Petropolis. Brazil, in the 
summer of 1947. It was ratified by 
the necessary two - thirds of the 
states last year.
